“History of the Low Dutch Col­ 
ony of Conowago” is being pub­ 
lished. 
It was written by Dr. Demarest, 
who was for years the pastor of 
the Presbyterian church of Gettys­ 
burg. 
The history has a wide general 
interest, including the coming to 
Adams county of the Hollanders, 
i*art of whom were from the low 
'ountries and part of whom were

Huguenot 
descent. 
There, they established the Low 
Dutch church of Conow ago, w hich 
was just off the Lincoln Way East 
ibout four miles from Gettysburg. 
Although that church is now ex­ 
tinct, and even the names of most 
if the original Low Dutch settlers 
have disappeared, there remain a

descendants 
of 
this 
sturdy pioneer stock.

“You 
know, I don’t think I would need it 
out here at this time of 
year.
